plaint. It is asserted that the con- 
sumption of coke per ton of pig iron 
produced is abnormally high.

Wednesday 'between 7.30 and 8 P. M. by City Clerk A. O. Bit 
lor and family, removed a great burden from them, relieving in 
a large measure the doubt over the fate of their son, Private 
Walter S. Bixler, of the Medical Detachment of the 110th In- 
' fantry, -who was reported missing after the opening of the battle 
ot the Marne on July 15. 
Rastatt is a German prison camp not far from the Swiss 


border. While no word has come it is believed others of the 
Medical Detachment and members of Company C, Somerset, are 
held prisoners at that camp; perhaps at another. 


Almost from the first Mr. Bixler had taken the view that 


many of the missing men must be prisoners, he looking upon it 
as impossible for so many to drop from sight in any other way.

ed States Geological Survey the week 
ending August 10 iras the fouriii suc- 
cessive week of decreasing bitumraous 
coal production in the United States. 
Tho output during that week was 12.- 
274,000 net tons, a decrease of ap- 
proximately 278,000 tons under tho 
previous week's total. This repre- 
sents a daily .production of 2.045,000 
net tons or 54,000 tons under the re- 
quirement fixed by th« United States 
Fuel Admimstration for output during 
the summer months. The falling ofi 
in production makes the necessary 
output per week to meet the nation's 
needs 14,500,000 n«t tons during the 
remaining summer months or until 
September 30. Ttis amount repre- 
sents approximately 750,000 net tons 
more tian the record tonnage pro- 
duced, during the week ended July 13, 
wiibh was'the highest ever recorded 
in the history of the coat industry. 


The output during tie week of Aug- 


ust 10, including lignite and coal coked.
